I will try to write a story, a true 
story, of the times and conditions 
tliat existed in W est Texas when 
I first came here. The war between 
the States had Just ended but was 
not forgotten. The Indians were 
gone but their raids, their bar­ 
barous m urders and scalping of 
their victims were still fresh in 
the , minds of the 
people.

story will not be an Indian or war 
story. 
This Is rath er a story concern­ 
ing the times, conditions and the 
changes th at followed those hor­ 
rible days.

Ask any 
one who has lived here 75 or 80 
years: they will tell you th a t this 
is a true story, and every one of 
them can add something interest­ 
ing to it If you want to a.sk them 
don't wait for they will not be 
here but a short while.

riu’rc have been many changes 
in many ways .since the days Uiat 
I can first remember I suppo-'g 
time change.s things, u o l . u i s c my 
parents who were both le ire d in 
E rath and Bosque Counties often 
talked about the chanci* that had 
come about since their childhood 
days. They were hhcre during the 
W ar between the States. .At th at 
time when u m an left home in the 
morning, he never knew whether 
he would be killed and .scalped by 
th( Indians or come home and find 
his family massacred. 
All I can tell you about the.se 
clays is w hat I have heard But 
there are a fev. .still lu re who 
lived through these days. But they

Ch« . ter T urn­ 
bow, .settled six miles .south of the 
town cf Dublin in 1855, But there 
was no Dublin here tie n He buiit 
a tw i-room !r ■ hou.se with a haU 
Ix'tvcren the rooms in 1856. This 
hour-e IS still standing and was 
never vacant until 19aJ, 
I can tell of a few chinues th at 
hi ve come about durine, my short 
stay here.

Borne of tlie first things I re­ 
member are our hou.ses. Mast all 
th»' hoiese.. were one or two room.s 
built of logs and co.ered with 
boards made out of the native 
trees. Some of them were floored 
w ith Wide rough oak lumber. There 
were always plenty of large cracks 
in the floor so th a t you could see ( 
a hen's nest anywhere under the 
house. Some houses had just plain 
durt floors ajrd had no ceiling j 
overhead: cjiicks between the logs 
were daubed with m ortar made 
w ithlim eand sand or ju st common 
red clay.

For minors, per.sons of 
unsouund mind, erimir.als or the 
like, the law makes special pro­ 
visions. 
'You have “consent” w’hen one 
party makes a concrete offer, and 
the other accepts it uncondition­ 
ally 
Confusion may arise w'hen the 
parties do business by letter Sup­ 
pose you write me, offering your 
ca ron given teims, 1 accept by 
letter, addressing 
the

properly and mailing it The con­ 
tract has been made, even though 
the letter goes ^stray. Elecause you 
made the offer by mail you know 


ithat I mirht accept it by mail. It 
was you duty to check and .see if

Suppose you want to take back, 
your offer? If you nail your re- 
! vocation b( fore I accept, there is 
no consent and no contract. But 
if I mail my acceptance first, we 
have mutual consent and a con­ 
tract.

You cannot, take back your 
(offer when I pay you for an option 
for a certain time. 
We cannot make valid 
con­ 
tracts which have an illegal pur­ 
pose If what is paid as consider­ 
ation is illegal the contract is void.

A contract needs to provide for 
a ‘sufficient consideration” . Each
